the color of their eyes Is simply as- 
tounding. 
This cannot be done. 
The 


appearance of the eyes can be changed 
by encouraging the growth of the 
lashes and the brows. Massage with 


a little vaseline will do this. The eye- 
brows should be brushed and trained 
to a good arch. If the brows are too 
thick in spots these hairs should be 
removed with a tweezer. 
Dull and 


lifeless eyes are generally due to ill 
health. In fact many facial effects can 
be traced directly to a bad condition of 
the digestive organs.

TRAINING GIRLS 


A 


NOVEL experiment in training 
girls to manage a home is to be 
made in London If the education 


committee of the London County Coun- 
cil adopts a scheme which has been 
submitted to them. 


The aim is to make the girls profic- 


ient in the domestic duties they would 
have to perform as the wives of ar- 
tisans earning from 2F.S. to £3 a week. 
In addition to washing, cooking and 
cleaning* and the general management 
of the home on a systematic basis, they 
would be taught how "to shop" in the 
most economical way. 
At the begin- 


ning of each week a certain sum would 
be set aside for rent, rates, clothing-, 
insurance, traveling expenses and for 
providing 1 a fund for "a rainy 
day."
